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Eye on Arlington 
School Caucus’ 
Effect on Village

Unspoken question in the just-completed Arlington 
Heights Dist. 25 school board election was the effect 
defeat of school caucus candidates might have on next 
year's upcoming village elections. 
Though it was seldom mentioned out loud, both sides 
in the school election drew support from persons who 
had next year’s municipal elections in 
mind. 
Independent challenger Ronald Gas­ 
ser received backing from a number 
of 
Arlington 
Heights 
politicos 
who 
would like to see the village caucus go 
down to defeat next year. 
They pitched the campaign toward 
building more general suspicion of cau­ 
cus operations, a m istrust based large­ 
ly on ignorance of how both the village 
caucus and the Dist. 25 Nominating Committee work. 
Endorsed candidates Ted Seiler and Robert C. Bates 
benefited, in return, from quiet support from villagers 
who have a stake in seeing the village caucus continue 
to win elections. 
Though unsolicited support came from both parties, 
the GOP support was stronger. It reflected the village 
Republican leadership's recognition that demise of the 
village caucus would require them to step in directly to 
fill the political power gap, with chance of the step 
backfiring eventually. 
One put it succinctly: 
“ If we 
had GOP candidates at the local level, every time some­ 
one couldn't get a stop sign put in he’d blame “ those 
dam Republicans.’ ” 
In the end, however, the results can only be 
considered inconclusive. Caucus backers might be 
tempted to conclude that Gasser’s bid for “ offering 
the voter a choice” had no appeal. The truth is 
that most Arlington Heights residents were more 
interested in their plans for Easter. 
There are other conclusions, however, that leaders 
of both the village caucus and the Dist. 25 Nominating 
Committee should draw from the past few weeks. 
The chief is that most Arlington Heights residents 
don’t really understand how both semi-political conven­ 
tions operate. 
It’s not difficult to understand why. Since John G. 
Woods was last elected, we’ve grown by about 20,000. 
Continual explanation of any locally unique procedures 
for finding candidates for office are a must. 
Village Caucus and school Nominating Committee 
leaders should also take great pains to continually 
stress that they, too, see their nomination process as no 
substitute for an election. It only insures that at least 
one qualified man is offered for each job. 
The public should understand that any group that 
chooses to nominate candidates for election has the 
right to operate in any way it chooses. 
Both the Nominating Committee and the village 
Caucus have every right to put up just one candidate for 
each position, as both do now. 
Rather than just carping, critics might do better 
to form their own de facto nominating force—and 
subject that procedure to the same close public scru­ 
tiny that both the village and school nominating 
committees face as a routine. 


Township GOP committeeman Eugene Schlickman 
must have been discouraged by the results of last 
Thursday’s meeting for Sheriff Joseph Woods and county 
jail warden W7inston Moore.

Such advice is not only 
inhumane but stupid, for many of the thefts were car­ 
ried out by children—and what mother or father would 
stop until they saw justice done to someone who shot 
down their child? 
Yet the sheriff was applauded. It indicated to what 
depth white racism infects our own communities.
